Bat it is impossibie to pre- 
dict the result of the protract- 
cd negotiations. In Roumania,

fact that the czar seems bent upon the 
retrocession of Bassarabia. There is 
also disaffection in Servia, and in Bul- 
garia, which Russia 18 making an ef- 
fort to revrganize, there appears to b: 
downright anarchy. The Christiane, 
taking advantage of the presence of the 
Russians, are preparing to revenge 
themselves upon the ‘Turks, and coilis- 
ions are even reported between armed 
bodies of Mussu!men and the Rassian 
troops. There sara aiso internai dis~ 
turbances in Russia, aud threats of a 
revolution. Meanwhile Russia is sum. 
moning ner reserv sto taxe the field, 
and Ecgand continue 
preparativuns. The cli.) incident 
may serve to precipitute war, but we

It is a remarkable fact that only the 
southern papers deplore the emigration 
of the negroes to Liberia. .The nor h- 
ern papers, more especially those which 
have a republican way of printing the 
news, seem to be rejoiced at the pros- 
pect of getting rid of their colored 
brethren. We quote to-day an _ edito- 
rial paragraph from the St. Louis Post 
which states in effect that it would be 
to the advantage of both races if the 
ocean could be placed between 
them, and even the Chi- 
cago ‘Tribune, in an_ editorial 
trom whiel we shall presently quote, 
seems to take arose-culored view of the 
exodus. It is perfectly plain to us that 
these repudlican editors know nothing 
of the negro or his character. They do 
not know how confiding he is, nor how 
easily he is deluded, They seem to be 
aware of the fact that only the vicious 
and idie class of negroes can be in- 
duced to seek homes in Liberia. It is 
perfectly natural that if they are idle 
and vicious here they will be still more 
idle and vicious there. True, thou- 
sands of colored people can be wel; 
spared from the south, but a feeling of 
humanity prompts us to deplore the 
delusion that leads them in _ the direc* 
tion of Liberia. The Chicago Tribune 
BAYS: 

n one respect, the new tide of emigration 
will be of great benefit to the south by taking 
off the idle turpius of the negroes. Their de- 
parture will open up new avenues of trade and 
commerce between Liberia and the United 
States, will im:1ove the condition of heir 
brethren lef: bebind, for thore who can obtain 
work will s'ay here, and will prepare the way 
for the tide of northern eo igraticn that is des. 
tined to flow into the south ard open up new 
fields of iaborthere. The ecuth is bound io be 
more and more crowded with nortbern whiies, 
which of jiself wou'd tend to make the cond.- 
tion of the surplus ne, roes more and more mis- 
erable. The negroes themselves realize this, 
aud feel that the time is rapidly coming when 
they wili be elbowed out of every source of em- 
ployment. Hence their eagerness togo. Notb. 
ing stands in their way except the parsige 
money. As fast as they cai obtain it they will 
leave, and uadoubtedly they will be helped by 
the Exodus association, which has already es- 
tablished ag-ncies in various parts of the south, 
with the view of encouraging this emigration. 
It bide fair to offer a solution of a vexed ques- 
tion that is at once direct and feasibie. 


As a matter of course we prefer in- 
dustrious northern whites to idle ne- 
groes, and we will be more than glad to 
welcome them among us, but 
at the same time we  cannct 
help _ pritying the unfortunate 
negro whose restlessness is taken ad ~ 
vantage $f by such concerns as the 
South Carolina exodus association. It 15 
to be feared,from these symptoms,that 
the radicals are getting tired of the ne- 
gro. His vote is no longer to be relied 
on, and the sooner he gets out of the 
country the better — otherwise 
he will be crowded to the wal! by 
active northern men. To this com- 
plexion must it come at last. 


THE MATTER OF LOCAL LEGISLATION. 


The Augusta Chronicfe is publishing 
the views of prominent Georgians as to 
whether local legisistion can be ob- 
tained at the next seasion of the gen- 
eral assembly. Among these views, 
those of Hon. George A. Mercer, of 
Savannah, seem to be the clearest. The 
new constitution, he says, in article 3, 
section 7, paragraphs 15 and 16, pro. 
vides that all special or local bilis shall 
originate in the house of representa- 
tives. The speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives shall, within five days 
from the organization of the general 
assembly, appoint a committee, con- 
sisting of one from each congressional 
district, whose duty it shall be to con- 
sider and consolidate all special and 
cal bills on the ee

bill shall be considered or reported by 
said committee unless the same shall 
bave been leid before it within fifteen 
days after the organization of the gen-

No local or special bill shall be passe~ 
ed unless notice of the intention to 
apply therefor shall have been publisb- 
«din the locality where the matter or 
thing to be effected may be situated, 


‘which notice shall be given at least 


thirty days prior to the introduction of 
such bill into the general assembly, 
and in the manner to be prescribed by 
law. 

The evidence of such notice having 
been published, Captain Mercer con- 
tinues, shail be exhibited in the general 
assembly before euch act shall be pass-~ 
ed, The constitution authorizes local 
legislation only upon the performance 
of certain conditions precedent. No- 
tice of the intention to apply is re 
quired to be published in the particu- 
lar locality at least thirty days prior to 
the introduction of the biil; and .this 
notice must be published “in the man-~ 
nertobe prescribed by law;” the locai 
ect cannot be passed until evidence 
is exhibited that such notice—that is in 
the manner to be prescribed by law— 
has been published. Our present laws 
cc itain no provision upon this subject; 
no manner for the publication of such 
notice has been prescribed; what that 
manner or method shall be yet remains 
to be determined by law. Whether 
such publication shall be made in a 
public gazette, or by preclamation, or 
by posting in public places, or both ; 
how often,by whom, at whose expense, 
under what circumstances, and with 
what details, must all depend upon the 
“manner to be prescribed by law.” 
And evidence that the publication has 
been made as prescribed by law must 
be exhibited to the general assembly 
before such act shall be passed. 

If the governor should not cali an 
extra session of the general assembly, 
at which a law could be enacted pre~ 
scribing the manner of such publica- 
tion and notice, Capt. Mercer does not 
see how any local legislation can be ob- 
tained at the next regular sexsion of 
the general assembly, unless the session 
of forty days should be continued a 
sufficient time by a two-thirds vote of 
the whole number of each house. A 
prompt appointment by the speaker, 
as soon as he is chosen, of the commit- 
tee to consider and consolidate loca) 
bills; and a prompt passage by the 
general assembly of an act prescribing 
that one publ notice of a contempla- 
ted local bill should suflice, might en~ 
able the general assewbly at its next 
cession, by a two-thirds vote, to enact 
jocal legisiation of pressing importance 
witkout a very lengihy prolongation of 
its reguiar session, Without this re- 
lief, or that approved by an extra ses~ 
sion, local interests, however grave, 
must, in the opinion of Captain Mer- 
cer, bide their time until the second 
regular meeting of the general assem- 
bly.
